CALIFORNIA 
New Shoes, New Record 


Los AncGeLes. The story of the 1957 
San Antonio Handicap, one of Santa 
Anita’s traditional stakes. goes back to 
before the season opened last December. 
Trainer Carl (Slim) Roles had purchased 
*Pappa Fourway in England for the Poltex 
Stable of Lawrence S. Pollock, wealthy 
paper manufacturer from Dallas. The 
crack English sprinter made a tremendous 
impression on Roles, who believes he 
would have been “the fastest horse I’ve 
ever trained.” Unfortunately, *Pappa 
Fourway fractured a sesamoid in training. 
and never raced in this country. 

Pollock told Roles to look around for 
another horse. On the eve of the Santa 
Catalina Handicap Roles called Pollock 
to say he had found the horse. The boss 
said go ahead, and that was how Terrang 
joined the Poltex Stable for $80,000, plus 
sales tax. The total amounted to $83.200. 
The next afternoon Terrang finished third 
in his new colors in the Santa Catalina. 

Three weeks later Terrang was 11.65-1 
against Mister Gus, *Holandes II. and 
Honeys Alibi for the 19th running of the 
furlong San Antonio. He made a 
shambles of the field, winning by nearly 
6 lengths in track-record time of 1:4736. 

The amazing thing about the San 
Antonio was Terrang’s sudden improve- 
ment. “All I did.” Roles said later, “was 
give him a few easy works and change 
his shoes.” Rex Ellsworth. who bred Ter- 
rang. and Meshach Tenney, who trained 
him for his victory in last year’s Santa 
Anita Derby and other races, were among 
the first to congratulate Roles, But you 
couldn’t blame them if they walked away 
scratching their heads. 

Terrang was never worse than second 
at any stage of the San Antonio, and had 
the race won before he reached the home- 
stretch, 

Due de Fer took command at the start. 
but was unable to set a comfortable, 
leisurely pace, Terrang. only a length 
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away, kept pressing him until he reached 
the far turn. Then jockey Ismael Valen- 
zuela let Terrang run, and he bounded 
away to open a 4-length lead at the top 
of the stretch. 

Honeys Alibi, Social Climber, and 
*Holandes II all came along to offer mild 
threats. The only answer from Terrang 
was to pull farther ahead. 


Mister Gus Injured 


For Honeys Alibi—a model of con- 
sistency at Santa Anita—his second-place 
finish marked the 15th consecutive race 
at Arcadia in which he had earned a piece 
of the purse. A change in riding tactics 
seemed to help Social Climber. In the 
Maturity and Santa Catalina, he stayed 
fairly close to the early pacemakers, but 
failed to close with his customary rush 
through the stretch. In the San Antonio 
he came from far out of it to close gamely. 

*Holandes II moved up to challenge at 
the top of the stretch, then weakened and 
dropped out of it in the last furlong. He 
finished fifth. 

Mister Gus came out of the race a little 
gimpy. and a little later it was revealed he 
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had hurt an ankle. He finished seventh, 
beaten more than 17 lengths. 

Charlie Whittingham was pleased with 
the showing of Social Climber. If Mister 
Gus comes around in time Whittingham 
may have a 4-horse entry—Mister Gus, 
Social Climber. Corn Husker, and Traffic 
Judge—in the Santa Anita Handicap on 
February 23. 

Pollock. who has made a fortune manu- 
facturing wax paper, is a world traveler. 
He once told Roles he’d call him in a few 
days about a matter they had been dis- 
cussing, and sure enough he did—from 
Tokyo. Roles has been training his Poltex 
Stable for 2 years, and they have been 
friends since the days of legalized racing 
in Texas. 

Adding considerable charm to the San 
Antonio was the Begum Aga Khan, who 
crowned the winner. She appeared on the 
CBS telecast before the running of the 
race, and later during the winner’s circle 
ceremonies. Her beauty, warm personality, 
and charm completely stole the show. 

When the son of *Khaled was led into 
the winner’s circle, the Begum said, “My 
husband bred his father. My husband is a 


genius at Thoroughbred breeding.’

Churchill Downs Stakes

Miami. It wasn’t easy to find a trainer 


with enough courage to start his horse ° 


against Summer Tan and Bardstown in 
the McLennan Handicap at Hialeah Park. 
For a time, in fact, the management was 
faced with the possibility of a 2-horse race. 

But there was always Johnny Nerud, the 
man who had won 3 stakes at the meeting 
and who had won the McLennan the 
previous year with Switch On. This year 
Nerud had picked off the Hibiscus Stakes 
with *Gallant Man, the Palm Beach 
Handicap with Switch On, and the Royal 
Palm Handicap with First Served. 

On Wednesday before the race Nerud 
was found in his tack room at Tropical 
Park. He was holding X-ray plates to the 
sun, trying to see how serious an injury 
had been suffered by one of his unraced 
colts. He stared at the X-rays. shook his 
head, then climbed up on a trunk and held 
the plates against a light bulb. 

“Well, there’s no break.” he muttered. 
“just a separation. Could be worse.” 

He climbed down, caught a question as 
to whether he planned to run Switch On in 
the McLennan. 

“Sure I’m gonna run him.” Nerud said. 
“He’s real good right now; he'll be as 
good a horse Saturday as he’s been all 
winter. I won the Palm Beach 3 times; 
I won the McLennan last year. I'd love 
to win it again.” 

What kind of a chance did he think 
Switch On had against Summer Tan and 
Bardstown? 

“Well,” Johnny began. “I think we 
ought to get more than 5 pounds from 
Summer Tan. I don’t know he can beat 
those horses at the weight, but he’s gonna 
give it a real try.” 

As he always does, Nerud qualified his 
statement concerning the weights. “The 
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Summer Tan drew away steadily in the last furlong to beat Bardstown by 
three lengths in the McLennan Handicap at Hialeah Park on February 9. 


racing secretary knows about 
weights than I do—I’m not complaining. 
now.” 


The Distant Horse 


Switch On had run an impressive race in 
the 7-furlong Palm Beach but had met 
nothing resembling a Summer Tan or 
Bardstown. Earlier. at Tropical, he had 
been beaten decisively in the Robert E. 
Lee and Tropical Handicaps. 

“He was fit for those races,” Nerud said, 
“It was the weight that beat him, that’s 
all. He can’t carry 128 pounds and win 
at a distance. He’s not a true distance 
horse . . . he’s gotta have pretty near a 
10-pound pull to beat a first-class stakes 
horse over a route. 

“A real first-class overnight horse can 
win a stakes if he’s pitched at just the 
right weight. That’s one big reason First 
Served win the Royal Palm—he only 
carried 110 that day. Weight’s a big 
thing in stakes, a helluva thing. Every 
pound over 120 is like a ton. 

“Far as Bardstown and Summer Tan 
go, sure, they’re great horses. But we 
hooked Nashua twice and finished in front 
of him both times. We had 15, 16 pounds 


from him. of course. The day Switch On 
finished second in the Metropolitan Mile. 
in front of Nashua, was the best race he 
ever run for me. 

“Tl tell you this: Switch On’s a good 
horse. a wonderful horse. No one ever 
trained a tougher animal. Tough as a 
boot. I run him more than a stakes horse 
should be run, maybe, but he can take it.” 

Nerud says Switch On is a “distant” 
horse. “He just wants to be left alone. 
He’s 15:2. lean and rangy. Smart. too. 
He couldn’t walk when I brought him 
down here this winter; nerve and muscle 
trouble inside him. It took four years 
off my life before we brought him out of 
it.” 

At post time on Saturday Switch On and 
Mr. First—a hopelessly outclassed horse 
here—were the only ones to challenge 
Summer Tan and _ Bardstown. Seven 
horses had been named for the McLennan 
overnight. but Greek Spy. a stablemate of 
Summer Tan, was scratched, along with 


Sea O Erin and Black Metal. 
Unhurried Pacemaker 


Summer Tan, with Dave Erb up. drew 
the No. 1 post. with Switch On in 2, Mr. 
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First in 3. and Bardstown and Willie Har- 
tack in 4. Bardstown carried 128 pounds, 
giving 4 pounds to Summer Tan, 9 to 
Switch On and 23 to Mr. First. 

At 9:45 a. m. Sherrill Ward. trainer of 
Summer Tan, had carefully inspected the 
racing strip—then rated as slow—and 
apparently decided his horse would benefit 
from staying on the rail; that the ground 
was just as firm there as it was farther 
out. 

Bardstown came away alertly and Har- 
tack opened a length lead shortly after 
the break. The rider took Bardstown 
under strong restraint. permitting Summer 
Tan to maintain his position on the rail. 
The first quarter was :2444, 

On the club house turn Summer Tan. 
Switch On. and Bardstown were heads 
apart, across the track. At that point 
Sammy Boulmetis took Switch On back a 
little and to the outside. and Bardstown 
moved in alongside Summer Tan. Erb 
never lost his ground-saving position. 

It was anybody’s race—except Mr. 
First’s—on the stretch turn. Switch On 
made his bid there. and for a moment the 
3 were head-and-head once again. Switch 
On wasn’t good enough. Summer Tan and 
Bardstown battled for command. 


Erb hit Summer Tan twice. and he 
quickly opened up a half-length. Hartack 


went to work on Bardstown, but it was 
obvious he was no match for Summer Tan 
this day. Summer Tan drew out to a 3- 
length victory. winning “easily.” Hartack 
did not abuse Bardstown through the last 
sixteenth, and Erb hand-rode Summer 
Tan from the eighth-pole. 

The 5-year-old son of *Heliopolis—Miss 
Zibby ran the 9 furlongs in 1:4845 over a 
fast but dead track. Bardstown had been 
a slight choice. 

The 2 will meet next in the Widener 
Handicap on February 23. Summer Tan 
will pick up 3 pounds as a result of his 
McLennan victory, and will carry 124, 
Bardstown will carry 126. But the horse 
which nearly died 3 years ago from an 
embolism is certain to be a strong favorite. 
He now has won $537.796—$42.300 of it in 
the McLennan. 


Calumet’s Strong Hand 


There wasn’t much for trainer Ward to 
say—everyone had seen what happened. 
“I couldn’t ask for much more than 
Summer Tan gave today,” he said. “Erb 
rode a perfect race. The only thing that 
bothers me is picking up weight for the 
Widener.” 

Erb was more talkative. “Any time 
you've got a small field it’s a good idea to 
save ground and keep your main opposi- 
tion from getting the jump on you. 

“This horse runs like a champ—I guess 
he is one. Three time I had to let him 
know I was up there. It didn’t take much. 

€s as sound as a horse can be right 
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. . He’s going to be hard to stop 


now. . 
in the Widener.” 


Hartack was a bit dyspeptic after the 
race. When one newspaperman approach- 
ed him. Hartack snapped: “You saw the 
race: you write about it.” 

Bill's defeat in the McLennan was his 
second disappointment of the day. In the 
fifth race, at 1,4; miles for 3-year-olds, 
Hartack had finished second on Gen. 
Duke. behind his stablemate Iron Liege. 
The powerful Calumet pair. being pointed 
for the Flamingo Stakes March 2. never 
were punished as they galloped away from 
Missile. Mister Jive. and 3 others. 

Iron Liege—ridden by Erb. incidentally 
—ran the distance in 1:4244 to break the 
track record of 1:43 set by Charlie Me- 
Adam in 1952. It is still a question as to 
which Calumet 3-year-old is best, but Mr. 
Jones has a whale of an entry going for 
him in the Flamingo. 

John A. Morris’ Missile gave 12 pounds 
to the Calumet entry and ran a fine race. 
He led most of the way, losing the place 
to Gen. Duke in the final strides and finish- 
ing just 214 lengths behind Iron Liege. 

Calumet appears to have the edge in 
the Flamingo—even with Barbizon an un- 
likely starter because of a recent coughing 
siege—but the stable doesn’t have a lock

Needles. which hasn’t run all winter— 
and won’t run until Gulfstream Park opens 
in March—has been getting an awful lot 
of newspaper space. First there was a 
question of his fitness for the Widener, 
then the report that he would be syndicat- 
ed by co-owners Bonnie Heath and Jack 
Dudley within a week for $800,000. 

Heath and Dudley said they would 
prefer selling their $25,000 shares to local 
breeders. Ocala Stud Farm promptly pur- 
chased 2 shares and Carl Rose, of Rose- 
mere Farm, bought one share. Fourteen 
others were sold on a “conversational” 
basis. 

If the Florida horsemen are unable to 
purchase 16 shares the colt may be sold 
to a Kentuckian who said he could form 
a syndicate within 2 hours.

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The Biggest Year 


Thoroughbred racing had its biggest 
year in history in 1956, according to the 
annual statistical reports of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners 
released last week by Mrs. A. E. (Billie) 
Smith, NASRC secretary. 


All departments showed gains. but as 
has been the case for several years, the 
biggest percentage increase was in revenue 
to state governments, which was up 9.9 per 
cent over 1955. In the last 5 years state 
revenue has increased 67 per cent. During 
the same period. racing days have in- 
creased 18 per cent, attendance 19 per 
cent, betting 36 per cent, and_ purse 
distribution 42 per cent. 


Thirteen states had more racing in 1956 


than they had in 1955, and 3 had less, 
Eight had the same number of days, Six 
states showed increases of more than ]0 
days—Kentucky (22), Maryland (19). 
Nebraska (16), Ohio (15), New Mexico 
(14). and South Dakota (12). Kentucky 
and Nebraska had new tracks operating: 
the increases in the other states were 
divided among existing tracks. 

Only states to show significant decreases 
were Rhode Island, which had nine fewer 
days. and West Virginia, which had 16 
fewer. blizzard which wiped out 
portion of the Lincoln Downs spring meet 
was responsible for the Rhode Island 
decline, and in West Virginia the racing 
commission had refused to approve Charles 
Town’s application for a December meet. 
ing. In the accompanying table California 
shows fewer racing days, while actually

this was not so. In 1955 40 days of Quarter 
Horse racing in the state was included 
in the Thoroughbred figures; in 1956 they 
were not. 

Attendance improved in 18 states, de- 
clined in 5, and South Dakota did not 
report 1956 figures. The biggest percent- 
age increase was in Arizona, where the 
new Turf Paradise track operated for the 
first time. Nebraska also showed a large 
increase, but the 1955 figures included 
only Ak-Sar-Ben and the 1956 total in- 
cluded all tracks within the state. As 
would be. expected, Rhode Island and 
West Virginia had the biggest losses. 

Betting increased in 20 states, dropped 
in 4. Showing the largest increases were 
Kentucky. California, Florida, Illinois, 
Maryland, New Jersey, and New York. 
Declines were reported in Colorado, New 
Mexico, Rhode Island, and West Virginia. 

Revenue to the state was up in 21 states, 
down in 3. New York, which took from 
municipalities an additional one per cent 
of the handle, had the biggest gain. climb- 
ing from $38,054,524 to $44,778,554. Calli- 
fornia, Florida, and Maryland each collect- 


ed more than 1 million dollars over 1955. 
New Jersey received about $850,000 more, 
and West Virginia, with 18 fewer days, 
took an additional $350,000. 

Following the trend, purse distribution 
was better in 1956 than in 1955. Seventeen 
states reported increases, 6 showed 
decreases, and South Dakota failed to 
report. States which had increases of more 
than were Arizona, Florida, 
Michigan. Maryland. Kentucky, New 
Mexico, and Ohio. The daily distribution 
was up considerably in the first 3 states. 
Extra racing days accounted for most of 
the gain in the others. Decreases were 
recorded in Colorado, Louisiana, Maine, 
New York, Rhode Island, and West 
Virginia. In the table, California also 
shows a slight decline, but Quarter Horse 
purses were included in 1955. 

The figures below include only Thor- 
oughbred racing. With harness, Quarter 
Horse, and fair meetings included, the 
totals were: racing days, 5,052; attend- 
ance, 38,870,718; betting, $2.791,073.865 
revenue to state, $207,456,272; and total 
purse distribution, $90,111,575.

Cyrus F. White 
Cyrus F. (Cy) White, 58, manager of 


Elsmeade and Plum Lane Farms, Lexing. 
ton, died in his sleep at his winter home in 
Miami, Fla., cn the night of February 8.9, 
He had been in poor health for about two 
years, but his death was unexpected. 


A native of Hopkinsville, Ky., he was the 
son of the late John White, who bred race 
horses at his farm in western Kentucky for 
almost 40 years. Mr. White moved to 
Lexington in 1928 to assume the manage. 
ment of Elsmeade for Morton Schwartz, 
and he had directed the farm ever since, 
He was known as one of the best horse. 
men in central Kentucky. 


During the 8 years Schwartz had Els. 
meade Mr. White raised and broke the 
Kentucky Derby winner Bold Venture and 
the high-class performers Gusto, Clock 
Tower, Gay Monarch, Dawn Play, Clarify, 
Split Second, Uppermost, Identify, and 
Hindu Queen. 


Mrs. F. Ainbrose Clark leased Elsmeade 
atfer Schwartz gave up the farm, and Mr. 
White managed her horse interests from 
1936 until 1942. For Mrs. Clark he raised 
Lovely Night. a good stakes winner both 
on the flat and over the jumps. 


In 1942 Clarence LeBus, Lexington to- 
bacco man, formed a partnership with Mr. 
White to operate Plum Lane and Elsmeade 
as boarding farms. Among the top horses 
raised on the farms in recent years were 
Busanda, Searching, Striking, Great Cap- 
tain, Tea Maker, Donor, The Admiral. 
Bassanio, Auditing, Ancestor, and One 
Throw. 


Mr. White stood the stallion *Coastal 
Traffic for L. L. Lawrence, and Lawrence's 
American broodmares were boarded at 
Elsmeade until they were dispersed at the 
1956 Keeneland fall sales. Mrs. A. I. 
Wakefield’s Cable and Jack Dreyfus’ Beau 


Gar also stand at Elsmeade. 


Mr. White acted as adviser to several 
owners, including Frank Conklin, Mrs. 
Isabel Dodge Sloane, Ogden Phipps, Mrs. 
Clark, and Lawrence. In recent years he 
had served on a committee reporting on the 
conformation of Keeneland summer sales 
entries. He was a past president of the 
Thoroughbred Farm Managers Club and a 
director of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. 


Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Netta 
Mae Bailer White; a son, Henry D. White, 
who assisted him in the management of 
Elsmeade and Plum Lane; a daughter, 
Mrs. Thomas E. Nelson, Moltrie, Ga.:

The Family Way 


Tiyuana. When major racing in Cali- 
fornia became a fact, the Agua Caliente 
track “followed Tijuana into oblivion.” 
the late John Hervey wrote in Racing in 
America for the period of 1922-1936. 

He was referring to the old Tijuana 
track which opened late in 1915 and to its 
successor, Agua Caliente. which began 
operations December 29, 1929. If Mr. 
Hervey were alive today. he would see 
racing across the border soaring on the 
wings of new interest. The name _ has 
been shortened to Caliente, and _facili- 
ties are greatly expanded to keep pace 
with the enthusiasm which. Phoenix-like. 
has risen again.

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mutuel wagering on the dogs, with a daily 
double on the first 2 races and a quinella 
on every race. 

For the horse racing, though. there are 
pari-mutuel and book wagering. a daily 
double on the 4th and 5th races. a quinella 
on the last race, as well as 1-2-3 betting on 
each race. where the track posts odds up 
to 100 to 1 against the correct 1-2-3 finish 
being selected. 


No Prodding The Bettor 


On each Sunday program there is the 
5-10 pool. For each $2 wagered. the 
bettor makes selections for the fifth 
through the tenth races. hence the name. 
There is always a pay-off to the selector 
of the greatest number of winners. In 
cases of ties, the pool is divided equally. 
after the track takes its 10 per cent. 

Caliente has its foreign book. with 
wagers accepted on all major American 
tracks, and, until U. S. Postal authorities 
put a stop to it, there were the future 
books on the Kentucky Derby. Santa Anita 
Handicap, and Garden State Stakes. 

But the bettor is never nudged with 
undue insistence. That would be violating 
the cardinal principle of friendliness which 
already has proved itself. It is not rare 
to find spectators who travel considerable 
distances admitting that the friendly 
atmosphere is the dominant lure. 

The racing is good, too, and improving 
all the time. Of course, the days when the 
world’s richest race was offered are buried 
among memories, but in recent months 
purses have been boosted voluntarily on 
several occasions. On Sundays now there

On any card spectators will find horses 
which have run on major tracks north of 
the border.

recently quit as presiding steward after 18 
years. 

“It’s a boon to breeders inasmuch as jt 
naturally increases the demand for horses, 
and without Caliente breeders would find 
themselves with a lot more deadwood than 
they do with it operating. This is a great 
nursery for riders. too. Horsemen seem 
to favor riding apprentices down here more 
than they do at other tracks. so the younger 
riders get a real chance.” 


Upward and Onward 


Since Alessio assumed control, he has 
been constantly improving accommoda- 
tions. 


“He seems to have an aversion to any 
space without chairs.” said Bojens. nod. 
ding toward several rows near the inside 
saddling paddock. “Ive never seen those 
until now. In all we can seat between 
4.000 and 5.000 at tables, which is believed 
to be more than at any other track in the 
world.” 


The grandstand mezzanine has_ been 
brought forward to provide a number of 
box seats. and additional boxes were in- 
stalled in the upper grandstand, both ends 
of which were glassed in. The original 
club house terrace was extended forward 
and the entire area protected by glass. 
The Turf Club was renovated and en- 
larged. Beach umbrellas shade tables on 
the new concourse fronting the Terrace 
Room. and similar facilities are available 
in a patio at the eastern end of the grand- 
stand. A waterfall connects 2. artificial 
infield lakes which provide a haven for 
swans imported from Denmark and for 
hundreds of wild ducks. 

Spacious offices for racing officials 
and the Mexican National Racing Com- 
mission were provided in other extensive 
rebuilding completed early last year. 


Jockeys who have ridden at many major 
tracks say the new jockey quarters here 
surpass any they have seen. Included are 
a large dressing room where each rider 
has his own steel locker, a_ personal 
built-in bunk with foam rubber mattress 
and storage space. a modern steam room. 
recreation room with TV. billiard and 
ping pong tables. soda fountain, and 
library-lounge. Free parking facilities 
have been almost doubled and a walking 
ring built. The American  Totalisator. 
Photo Chart, and Film Patrol were in- 
stalled. 

Late last year when we visited the back- 
stretch some horsemen had mild com 
plaints about training conditions. but 
equipment already was slicing off a fair 
sized hill so that a_ half-mile training 
track could he built. One horseman 
commented on “old-fashioned”  harrows 
leaving ridges, but another observed that 
no more horses broke down at Caliente 
than at other tracks. “And remember,”

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Caliente likes to think of itself as a family track. During racing days men, 
women and many children lounge on the lawns, enjoying sun and racing. 
The management at Caliente prides itself on the fact that there is no prodding of 
the bettor at the track which has more forms of wagering than any other track in 
the world. It is estimated that 97 per cent of the spectators come in on passes. 


As part of Caliente’s annual Fiesta Del Pacifico Day program, there usually is 
a race for charros. Here they parade before the event in full color and costume. 
These and other spectacles have made Caliente popular to racing enthusiasts from 
the north. A sum of $4 will buy a round-trip ticket from Los Angeles, and 
this includes the price of admission. During one 6-month period in 1955 
these special buses carried a total of 10,235 persons to the races at Caliente. 
Last Labor Day 1,400 rode the chartered buses from the southern California city. 


he added. “we get some for the very 
reason they are sore or hurting.” 

A couple of riders thought the strip was 
good except on mornings of racing days 
when it was watered pretty heavily. “Your 
horse will be going on firm footing and 
then hit a slick spot and flounder.” one 
said. “But the track will dry out and 
be fine by the time racing starts.” 

The barns. which horsemen agreed were 
at least 20 years ahead of their time 
when built in 1929. are concrete with tin 
roofs and “as little wood as_ possible.” 
Some wooden outside paddocks have been 
built to augment stalls. 

“A while back.” old-timer said. 
“management painted the parts of the 
barns that could be seen from the stands, 
Nothing else. One trainer thought they'd 
supply paint for the rest of his barn. if he 
put it on. But he was wrong. He had to 
buy the paint as well as put it on.” 

Another veteran remarked on the round- 
ed rocks that protrude from some. road- 
ways. “If you're in one of those barns 
up the hill, plates’ll wear out 2 or 3 times 
as fast as if you're close, and some own- 
ers don’t take kindly to that extra 
expense.” 

As if anticipating the complaints. man- 
agement already was moving to eliminate 
the conditions causing them. In December 
a Seaman Rotary Tiller was purchased. 
It can go to various depths, grinding and 
spreading the racing strip’s soil evenly to 
eliminate ridges. About the same time. 
construction started on a_ sand-covered 
bridle path parallel to the track fence on 
the backside. and blades were scraping a 
network of paths to connect it with all 
barns. Arrangements were made to replace 
the wood in outside paddocks with metal 
tubing. Painting was ordered for all back- 
stretch buildings, even the roofs. 

Plant modernization began in 1947, just 
after Alessio became assistant general 
manager, and it has gone forward steadily 
with no end in sight. Alessio explains 
his policy this way: 

“As long as I have been associated with 
Caliente in an administrative capacity. 
management policy always has been—and 
always will be—guided by the track’s 
basic obligation to the public. A track 
must take into consideration what the fan 
desires in the way of comfort and conven- 
ience as well as in the matter of racing 
itself. 

“These factors are doubly important at 
Caliente, because we ‘are operating in 4 
foreign country with situations which do 
not prevail at other tracks. For instance. 
we constantly offer our co-operation in 
striving to improve border-crossing condi- 
tions, even though only a small poriion 
of the traffic may be bound for the track. 
After all, approximately 16,000.000_ per 
sons cross the line annually, and expedit- 
ing their passage to and from Mexico

14-Hour-A-Day Man 


Associates term Alessio. who works 14 
to 16 hours a day. “a tremendous idea 
man.” He is indefatigable at carrying 
ideas out. He not only listens to the 
opinions of others but seeks them out. 

Every Sunday morning the staff gathers 
at the track coffee shop to discuss prob- 
lems. If a major activity is coming up. 
Alessio especially encourages comment 
from everyone. Letters containing com- 
plaints or suggestions are analyzed at 
these meetings. Sitting in are stewards. 
the Mexican National Racing Commis- 
sion’s representative, the business manager. 
starter, racing secretary. public relations 
representative, and the 5-10 manager. 

It was at one of these meetings, in fact. 
that Alessio first brought up his carefully 
considered idea for the 5-10. Development 
of the Caliente Safety Helmet. which is 
becoming standard equipment at major 
tracks, also was planned at one of these 
Sunday morning meetings. In cases where 
a definite conclusion cannot be arrived at a 
vote is taken, with the majority opinion 
deciding the matter. 

“Rarely, however. does Alessio come up 
with something which hasn't sufficient 
merit to warrant adoption.” Bojens said. 

Alessio. 46, is of Italian ancestry. With 
a seventh-grade education he went to work 
in San Diego as a shoe-shine boy, and 
doesn’t mind talking about it. When the 
building in which he had his stand was 
torn down, he got a messenger job with 
the Banco del Pacifico in Tijuana, al- 
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though he spoke no Spanish. That was in 
1929. In 1943 he was made manager of 
the bank. 


Alessio appears to have the knack of 
complete concentration. Even in casual 
conversation there is the impression that 
he is carefully digesting everything said. 

His activities range from adviser to the 
governor of Baja California on financial 
matters to extensive Chamber of Commerce 
duties in Tijuana and San Diego. He is 
co-sponsor of the Caliente Open Golf 
Tournament and sole sponsor of the Pan- 
American Junior Golf Championship 
Tournament. He also is active in charity 
campaigns in the Tijuana and San Diego 
areas. But Caliente occupies a major 
share of his attention. 


The Economic Side 


“T feel very strongly that a race track 
is much more than a sports attraction.” 
he said. It is a major business enterprise 
with a huge payroll. and it has a great and 
healthy impact on the economy of the 
area in which it is located. 

“As such, it is vital that it participate 
actively in the community life and assume 
its share of civic responsibilities. This 
Caliente endeavors to do on both sides 
of the border, in Tijuana and in San 
Diego.” 

Statistics attesting to the economic side 
were assembled by Duffy Cornell. the 
track’s press representative in Los Angeles, 
covering the period from April 15 to 
October 9 for both 1955 and 1956. He 
chose April 15, because the 5-10 pool was 
inaugurated on that date last year. 

During that 6-month period in 1955, the 


special buses carried a total of 10.235 
persons. with the Sunday average 394. In 
1956 the total was 18.509. with a Sunday 
average of 712. In early December the 
buses were carrying more than 1.000, 
Average attendance in the same _ period 
jumped from 7,173 in 1955 to 9.658 in 
1956. while the average handle went from, 
$255.716 in 1955 to $331,411 in 1956, 
exclusive of the 5-10 pool which topped 
$1.000.000 early in December. 

The biggest crowd in Caliente history, 
16.971 persons, bet $614,018 through the 
pari-mutuel machines, $56,152 in the 5-10 
pool and an unannounced sum through the 
books. last Labor Day. Some 1.400 rode 
the charter buses. 

These buses run both Saturday and 
Sunday. They leave from Hollywood. 
downtown Los Angeles. Huntington Park, 
a suburban city. and Long Beach. 

Crowds usually slacken during the 
Christmas holiday season, but the last Sun- 
day in 1956 saw 10,330 persons putting 
$317.362 through the pari-mutuel machines 
alone. It was Caliente’s largest December 
attendance and handle on record. It also 
explains Alessio’s optimism: 

“We have reason to be extremely 
optimistic over the future of racing at 
Caliente. The pattern of our operation has 
been firmly established. It has been 
supported by an extensive advertising and 
promotional program in which we take 
pride and one which has brought the 
track to the highest prestige level in 
history.” Gites E. Wricut

Beta Burns in Horses 


Col. Bernard F. Trum, author of the 
following report on the effect on 
horses of atomic fallout, has been 
assigned hy the Army to the biology 
and medicine branch of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, Washington, D. 
C., where he is “research co-ordinator 
in effects of nuclear radiations on 
animals and animal food products.” 


A series of nuclear detonations took 
place at the Nevada Test Site during the 
spring of 1953. A few weeks after the 
tests began a band of mares, grazing on 
the nearby United States Air Force 
gunnery range. were found to have 
developed “beta burns” in the form of 
white patches of hair on their backs. 


The depigmentation or whitening was 
due to an irradiation by beta particles in 
atomic fallout. Small dandruff-size metallic 
flakes of radioactive material were found 
on the coats of the horses. The beta radia- 
tion was almost totally absorbed in the 
skin—that is. it did not penetrate beneath 
the upper layers of the hide. 


None of the horses—there were about 
20 in the band—had any signs of radia- 
tion sickness. Some were sacrificed 6 
months later in order that the tissues could 


be examined for radiobiologic damage. 
Except for the skin lesions none was 
found. The remaining horses are still in 
good health. Cattle exposed in a similar 
manner during the Alamogordo tests of 
1945 lived a good productive life there- 
after. 


The lesions can be distinguished by 
histopathologic examination (microscopic- 
ally) from other lesions that appear to 
be grossly the same. Similar lesions have 
been found on the backs of horses exposed 
to the frost and actinic rays on mountains 
above 10,000 feet after being subjected to 
severe hail storms; after traumatic injuries 
from harness and saddle galls: from 
thermal or chemical irritations; and 
occasionally following dermatitis, for 
example, some ring worm infectation. 


Animals must be very close to the point 
of atomic detonation to receive “beta 
burns.” If the horses had been sheltered 
during fallout or washed off immediately 
after the fallout no lesions would have 
occurred. 


Dr. Brown to Chasmar

Dr. Brown did his undergraduate work 
at Cornell University, served in the Veter- 
inary Corps during World War II. and 
for the last several years had maintained 
a large-animal practice at DeSoto, Mo. 


Mrs. Brown will serve as secretary at 
Chasmar. She and Dr. Brown will live 
on the farm. 


Chasmar Clinic, owned by Charles L. 
Sabatini, is a rehabilitation center for 
Thoroughbreds. The clinic offers surgery, 
laboratory facilities. and deep X-ray 
therapy. 


Skin Treatments 


Dr. Frank Kral. of Philadelphia, report- 
ed in a January issue of the Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medical Association 
that he had controlled and cleared up 
skin infections resistant to antibiotic 
medication with a new bactericidal oint- 
ment known as Triocil, a product of the 
Warner-Chilcott Laboratories, Morris 
Plains, N. J. 


Describing the treatment of various 
antibotic-resistant skin infections in dogs, 
Dr. Kral wrote: “Triocil is a synthetic 
organic compound . .. and has a strong 
affinity for tissues. It was applied locally 
to the affected areas by gentle rubbing 
into the skin twice daily for 3 to 4 days. 
The inflammation disappeared within 24 
hours and other lesions shortly afterward.” 


Dr. Kral also wrote that the drug had 
been found effective in the treatment of 
“some types of dermatomycoses.” The 
“fungicidal activity of the drug will be 
reported later,” he said.

In her first 5 races Mrs. Ann Peppers’ undefeated 
Sully’s Trail never had a horse in front of her. In 
her sixth start, the 6-furlong Santa Ynez Stakes on 
February 6, she changed her style of running, com- 
ing from off the pace of Tourbillonte, taking com- 
mand in the last furlong, and winning by 1% 
lengths from Market Basket, which had closed a 
big gap after being outrun for a half-mile. Sully’s 
Trail ran the 6 furlongs in 1:10% and paid $2.80. 

Foaled March 20, 1954, at Mrs. Peppers’ Merry- 
man Farm, Moreno, Calif., Sully’s Trail won her 4 
starts last year, including the Junior Miss Stakes 
at Del Mar on August 1, her only stakes attempt 
prior to the Santa Ynez. This year she had started 
once, winning «n allowance race on January 15. 

Sully’s Trail is the fifth foal of Vapor Trail, a 
good-class filly bred by C. V. Whitney. Vapor 
Trail was shipped to California for 2-year-old racing 
in 1946, won one race for Whitney, and then was 
sold privately to Louis B. Mayer. Mayer bred 
Vapor Trail’s first foal and sold her and 3 others 
to S. Marten Zalud, who 2 years later resold the 
group to Mrs. Peppers. Besides Vapor Trail, the 
mares included Brave Gesture, from which Mrs. 
Peppers bred Lucky G. L., one of *Sullivan’s 2 
other stakes winners. 

*Sullivan raced in Ireland at 2, winning one 
race before he was bought by Mrs. Peppers. In 
the U. S. he won 5 of his 8 starts and was third 
to On Trust in the Will Rogers Handicap. A half- 


brother to Lou Costello’s *Bazooka, *Sullivan is 
also the sire of Lucky G. L. and Mr. Sullivan.

The McLennan Handicap had only 4 starters, 
but they included 3 of the best handicap horses 
now in Florida—Bardstown, Summer Tan. and 
Switch On. Bardstown, conceding 4 pounds to 
Summer Tan and 9 to Switch On, was a slight 
favorite at 9-10, with Summer Tan a close second 
choice at 95-100. 

Under a tight hold, Bardstown set the pace, with 
Summer Tan and Switch On close behind. The 
3 raced as a team around the final turn before 
Switch On dropped back. In the last furlong 
Summer Tan drew away from Bardstown for an 
easy victory. The rivalry will be renewed on 
February 23 in the 1%-mile Widener Handicap, 
in which Bardstown will carry 126 pounds and 
Summer Tan 124 pounds, including a 3-pound 
penalty. 

Bred by Mrs. Galbreath (then Mrs. R. A. Fire. 
stone), Summer Tan has been a top performer each 
of the last 4 years. At 2 he won the Youthful, 
United States Hotel, Cowdin, and Garden State 
Stakes and finished second in the Juvenile, Na- 
tional Stallion, Hopeful, and Futurity Stakes. Frank 
E. Kilroe gave him 128 pounds, one more than 
Nashua, in the Experimental Free Handicap. 

At 3 Summer Tan finished second in the 
Wood Memorial, third in the Kentucky Derby, 
then was sidelined for a year with leg trouble. He 
showed consistent good form in the last 6 months 
of 1956, winning the Vosburgh and Gallant Fox 
Handicaps and Pimlico Special and finishing second 
in 6 stakes—the Edgemere, Arlington, Washington 
Park, Hawthorne Gold Cup, and Trenton Handicaps 
and the Whitney Stakes. He received 125 pounds 
in the Blood-Horse Handicap. Those above him 
were Swaps (134), Nashua (132), Bardstown (127), 
and Sailor (126). In his only previous start this 
year he won a 7-furlong race on February 1, beat- 
ing I Appeal, Royal Briar, and Nance’s Lad.

In 1931, a few years after William Rob- 
ertson Coe had shifted his Thoroughbred 
breeding operation from Cody, Wyo.. to 
Lexington. Ky.. he arranged an exchange 
of fillies with C. V. Whitney. Coe received 
Snooze. Scales. and Reunion. To the 
Whitney stud went Friarbell, Rock Dove, 
and Tenez. 

The exchange proved profitable at both 
ends. Tenez produced a fine family and 
Rock Dove produced Carrier Pigeon. 
Snooze had 5 stakes winners. 

Tenez remained in the Whitney stud 
until her death. Descended from her js 
Sully’s Trail, an unbeaten *Sullivan filly, 
which won her sixth race on February 6 
in the Santa Ynez Stakes. Of the 26 
stakes winners which came from Some 
More, the dam of Tenez, 10 were fillies, 
and all were of high class. 

On March 4 Whitney will sell at auction 
Head Man. a member of the same family. 

Sully’s Trail’s dam. Vapor Trail. was 
included in the stable Whitney shipped to 
Santa Anita for racing in 1946, A promis.

New York. I doubt that the names 
of The Candy Boy and Joe the Russian 
will ever appear in any serious history of 
the Turf. Neither will the names of The 
Little Wizard in the Blizzard or Collars 
and Cuffs or Old Mud Hog or Duck In, 
Duck Out or Motion Picture Brown or 
countless other characters with fantastic 
names | knew around the race tracks in 
the 1930°s. 

I am convinced. however. that all of them 
must be considered in any over-all study 
of the curious microcosm we call The 
Race Track. The racing public seldom 
sees or hears of these rugged individual- 
ists, yet they are as numerous on the tracks 
as horsemen, and they must be even more 
tenaciously devoted to the sport. since they 
follow it for a lifetime with little hope of 
realizing any profit above bare subsistence. 

These men are the hustlers. In the 
precise lexicon of the Turf, hustlers should 
not be confused with touts. It is true 
enough that in dire extremities and 
sudden emergencies a hustler may tout. 
but there is a fine distinction between the 
2, A tout tries to pick winners for other 
people to bet on with the understanding 
that some of the profits will accrue to him. 


He has no other visible means of livelihood. 
hustler—well. he hustles. 

Some years ago I wrote a novel that had 
a skid-row background and I spent con- 
siderable time on New York’s Bowery 
chatting with boozy bohemians and observ- 
ing their peculiar mores. I found that in 
this stratum of society there was a strict 
semantic code and any breach of it was 
frowned upon. A “bo. for instance. was 
not a bum. A bum did nothing but bum. 
or “brace marks.” as it was called by the 
art’s practitioners. A “bo might bum when 
the necessity arose. but he would work at 
anything that offered and that seemed to 
fit his peculiar talents. “Bos were often 
gandy dancers or dishwashers or saloon 
porters or dock-wallopers. In one remark- 
able case | knew a “bo who hired out as a 
baby-sitter. 


The race track hustlers also will work 
cheerfully (and usually competently) at 
any task that offers. with one strict pro- 
viso: The task must be performed within 
the confines of a race track. Many of the 
hustlers of a higher order of intelligence. 
like The Little Wizard in the Blizzard, 
worked in the mutuels when I knew them. 
The Little Wizard was an elderly gentle- 
man and he had discovered the race tracks 
late in life after he had pursued a long 
and successful career in business. He had 
2 grown sons. both of whom were fairly 
prominent professional men. stood 
only an inch or 2 over 5 feet, weighed only 
an ounce or 2 over 100 pounds, and sported 
a walrus mustache. Once he came to the 
tracks he never left them. The peculiar 
world of racing was the thing he had been 
seeking—and missing—all his life. He 
was called The Little Wizard in the 
Blizzard because he remembered the Bliz- 
zard of °88 quite clearly and told tall tales 
about it. 

It is entirely possible that most of the 
hustlers I knew as long as a quarter of a 
century ago are still alive and still hust- 
ling. Race track people are notably long- 
lived. Some say this is because of the

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fresh air. I have another theory. It seems 
to me that race track people, especially 
the hustlers, are more perfectly and more 
happily adjusted to their environment than 
any other class of human beings. I 
only knew one hustler who ever came to a 
bad and premature end. That was Motion 
Picture Brown, who was a bosom pal of 


Duck In, Duck Out. 


Motion Picture Brown, like several other 
hustlers of my acquaintance, worked as a 
kind of errand boy and betting commis- 
sioner in the press boxes of California 
tracks under the aegis of Duck In, Duck 
Out who had a tacit agreement with the 
managements that he was custodian of the 
press boxes. Motion Picture Brown was 
Duck In, Duck Out’s assistant. In those 
days there was often a long hiatus between 
race meetings in California, and Brown 
gained his peculiar nickname because he 
registered with Central Casting in Holly- 
wood during the off-season and earned $5 
a day appearing as an extra in motion 
pictures. One day at Tanforan Motion 
Picture Brown decided to defy the law of 
averages. He started an 8-horse win 
parlay. 


After the first 7 horses in the parlay had 
won he possessed a sum that was astrono- 
mical, far more than the combined re- 
sources of all the hundreds of other hustlers 
on all the other race tracks, North, South. 
East, and West. Duck In, Duck Out and 
others begged him to take his profit and 
forget the eighth horse, but Motion Picture 
Brown was adamant. He was going to win 
it all or tap out, and he bet back every 
cent on his selection in the final race of 
the afternoon. 

Motion Picture Brown's eighth horse 
was beaten by a dirty nose in a photo 
finish. When the picture came down and 
the numbers went up, Motion Picture 
Brown dived out of the press box. Since 
the press box at Tanforan was on the roof, 
they removed the name of Motion Picture 
Brown from the register at Central 
Casting. 

Duck In, Duck Out was one of the 
most extroversive of the hustlers I knew. 
His real name was Paddy Slavin and he 
was an elderly gnome-like little man who 
might have been invented by Disney. He 
had a bald pate fringed by a tonsure of 
white hair. He kept it covered with a 
remarkable collection of headgear, all of 
which Duck had decorated with perfora- 
tions in the shape of stars, circles, crosses. 
and triangles. He always went about 
with a kind of leather knapsack dangling 
from his shoulders. From this receptacle 
he could produce a weird array of articles 
~Band-Aids, aspirin tablets. scissors. 
chewing gum, contraceptives. soda mints. 
string, postage stamps, good luck charms. 
laxatives, cleansing tissues, razor blades, 
book matches, and numerous other items. 
On St. Patrick’s Day he came to the track

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dressed from head to foot in green and 
gave everyone he knew a green carnation 
or a shamrock. On Christmas he arrived 
with a wheelbarrow that was loaded down 
with tissue-wrapped gifts. He gave every- 
one he knew at the race track a Christmas 
present, and he knew hundreds of people. 

Duck In. Duck Out had acquired his 
odd name the very first day he went to a 
race track. He entered by crawling under 
the fence. A guard asked him where 
he’d come from and Paddy replied, “I 
just ducked in.” The guard slapped him 
across the buttocks with a nightstick and 
said, “Duck out again.” 

The job of press box attendant is gener- 
ally considered to be a juicy plum by 
hustlers. This is not solely because of the 
fact that sportswriters are notoriously 
liberal tippers when they win bets. There 
is a certain empathy between the hustlers 
and the sportswriters. The latter also 
exist in the pleasant helter-skelter world 
of bohemians. (At least this used to be 
the case. On my infrequent visits to the 
tracks recently I have viewed with alarm 
the fact that a new and insidious element _ 
is creeping into this last stronghold of 
individualism. I mean the young men of 
serious mien who wear gray flannel suits. ) 

Jake Rukin was among the press-box 
hustlers I knew best. He was known far 
and wide as The Candy Boy. 

The Candy Boy in his early youth had 
been a member of a Baltimore social club 


known as the Forty Thieves. This organiza- 
tion supplied the race track with several 
of its better known hustlers, among them 
Joe the Russian and Horse Thief. Horse 
Thief attained a measure of immortality. 
He was virtually adopted by Damon Run- 
yon and was the subject of many of 
Runyon’s columns and short stories. 

The Candy Boy came to the tracks large- 
ly because of his size and his amazing 
strength. He was in those days a curly- 
haired, suety youth, but his fat was decep- 
tive. He had tremendous muscular power, 
although he resembled Ferdinand, the 
flower-sniffing bull, in that he was a 
gentle soul who always fled from trouble 
whenever there was a means of retreat. As 
an ambitious youth seeking a business 
opportunity, he noted that cars often 
bogged down on rainy days in a certain 
pothole outside the Bowie track. He 
bought himself a set of tow chains and 
always waited beside the pothole when the 
weather was inclement. For a cash con- 
sideration, he would hitch the chains 


around his massive shoulders and_ pull 
the stalled cars out of the bog. It was 
quite a tidy business for a while and 
it was the direct cause of him becoming 
interested in the improvement of the breed, 

Mickey Brooks, pricemaker at the tracks 
of New England and Florida for many 
years, was at that time interested in be. 
coming a fight manager. He looked upon 
the gargantuan bulk of The Candy Boy 
and thought he had a heavyweight contend. 
er, and he talked Jake into signing a 
contract. But The Candy Boy was a sad 
disappointment. He did not like the 
violent business of box fighting. He 
preferred hauling cars out of mudholes, 
When Mickey came to the tracks a few 
years later, he took The Candy Boy along 
as chauffeur and errand boy. 

I had known The Candy Boy for several 
years before I discovered how he came by 
his nickname. I had assumed he just liked 
candy, but that hardly seemed an adequate 
explanation. The Candy Boy liked any. 
thing that could be eaten. The only time 
his mouth wasn’t stuffed with food was 
when he was sound asleep. The story of 
his nickname derived from an occasion in 
Florida when he and Mickey and Joe 
the Russian and a few others were short 
of shipping money. By pooling their 
resources they discovered they had just 
enough to buy gas for the trip East if they 
crowded into an old jalopy one of them 
owned. Each promised faithfully to con-

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tribute his all to the general fund. They 
picked Jake up on a corner and found he 
was completely surrounded by canned 
fruit. Jake had anticipated hunger pangs 
on the long trip and since a store was 
running a bargain sale on canned fruit, 
he had spent his money for that instead of 
putting it in the community kitty. He 
was promptly dubbed Canned Fruit Jake 
and this later was corrupted to Candy Boy, 

Although Jake’s strong back was use- 
ful in the publicity offices of the New 
England and Florida tracks, it seemed to 
me that his main role in life consisted in 
serving as the butt of practical jokes. 
Some of the jokes were outrageous. but 
The Candy Boy never seemed to mind. 
He was a philosopher of sorts and was 
centent to use whatever talents he pos- 
sessed in order to live on the race tracks. 
Ii his talents made him peculiarly adapted 
to being the butt of practical jokes that 
was perfectly all right with him. 

Once The Candy Boy ventured far west 
of his usual haunts and wound up in 
California. His buddy from the Forty 
Thieves. Horse Thief. was hustling the 
tracks there. but he couldn’t help The 
Candy Boy find employment and Jake 
was reduced to hiring out as a dog-walk- 
er. He was commissioned to walk 2 chi- 
huahuas belonging to a lady in Beverly 
Hills. The lady objected to The Candy 
Boy’s system of walking the dogs. how- 
ever. She discovered that Jake just put 
the dogs in the pockets of his coat and 
then took a walk. 

Once an irate horseman threatened my 
life because he blamed a column I had 
written for the fact that he was ruled 
off the Turf. The Candy Boy appointed 
himself my bodyguard and night and day 
tor a week would not let me out of his 
sight. His devotion to duty was laudable. 
but I began to appreciate the motives of 
old Cal Coolidge who used to run away 
and hide from the Secret Service men as- 
signed to protect his person. Also, it was 
a very expensive week, since I thought 
it only fair that I should pay my _ body- 
guard’s feed bills. I could have fed all 
the horses on King Ranch for considerably 
less. 

I always thought The Candy Boy's 
wedding, which I attended, was a_ nice 
tribute to the democratic spirit of the 
Turf. It was a Jewish wedding held in a 
hired hall in South Boston. Several of the 
most distinguished racing officials in New 
England, including Judge Frank Bryan, 
Sam Nuckols, Tom Thorp, and Charles 
McLennan, joined in the ceremonial 
dances. 

Sometimes the most unsuspected attri- 
butes can prove an asset to a_ hustler. 
Take Joe the Russian, for instance. His 
principal stock in trade was a_ great, 
booming voice. In the days before the 
loudspeaker he might have qualified as 
public announcer, like old Jack Adler who 
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served the New York tracks in the early 
century. The loudspeaker was already in- 
stalled by the time The Russian, whose 
real name was Joseph Sussman, began to 
hustle the tracks. so he became a news 
butch who sold racing papers and _ tip 
sheets from coast to coast. No other 
newsboy could out-yell him. Sometimes he 
earned a little extra pin money by piece- 
work rooting. Trainers and owners some- 
times paid him a stated fee to root their 
horses home. I once asked Joe why he 
was called Joe the Russian. “Because I 
aint’ Russian. I’m Jewish.” he replied, 
“and because I don’t come from Odessa. 
1 come from Baltimore.” It seemed a 
logical answer to me. 

Sometimes hustlers describe themselves 
as stable agents or jocks’ agents. A few 
of the large stables have agents who work 
hard and earn good salaries. but the 
hustler is usually listed as “stable agent” 
by an obliging owner so he can get a race 
track badge. Several hustlers are part- 
time jocks’ agents. however. Among the 
ones I knew was Coilars and Cuffs, who 
was so-called because he invariably wore 
a shiny. tight-fitting blue serge suit that 
made his collars seem extremely high and 
showed off a great expanse of cuff. 

Some hustlers are occasional grooms 
who return to rubbing horses when there 
isno easier task available at the moment. 
Unlike the bohemians of the Bowery and 
Greenwich Village. most hustlers are not 


alcoholics. The few drunks I’ve known 
among hustlers have generally been the 
part-time grooms. One was Old Mud Hog. 
He was so-called because he liked to get 
drunk on rainy days and wallow in mud 
puddles. Once I asked him why he did 
this. “Hell. I just enjoy it.” he replied. 
Tom MacManus. known as Old Tom. 
was another hustler who could have had 
steady work as a groom if he’d wanted it. 
Several trainers told me he was the best 
groom at the track — when he was sober 
~-and that he might have become a fine 
trainer if it hadn’t been for the booze 
and his contempt of economic security. 
Old Tom “rode the haystacks,.” as he 
called it, from track to track for 65 years 
before he dropped dead one day at Hia- 
leah with a winning daily-double ticket in 
his pocket. Old Tom had a fine feeling 
for horses. Once he was working for a 
stable that was wintering at Woodbine 
in Canada. It was Christmas and all the 
other grooms had asked Tom to keep an 
eye on their horses. Tom got drunk and 


decided the horses shouldn’t be cooped up 
on a holiday. He opened all the stall 
doors and all the stable gates, and sent 
his charges off with an encouraging pat 
on the rump. They were chasing Thor- 
oug’breds through the streets of Toronto 
for 3 days afterward. 

Tom had a strange phobia that some- 
times got him barred from the track 


temporarily. He hated red polish on a. 
woman’s nails. When he was drinking 


at the track, he was likely to storm up to 
a strange lady and yell, “Wash that red 
paint off your nails, woman! You want 
to get that paint in the food you cook 
your husband?” If the lady complained. 
Tom got the bounce. 

The itinerant individualists who have 
enriched the folklore of our land have 
almost completely disappeared. The vaude- 
villian died with radio. The tramp printer 
is no more. The Sears-Roebuck catalogue 
drove the peddler out of business. The 
cowboy has become mechanized and _par- 
ticipates in Social Security. 

The race track hustler alone fights on 
against encroaching regimentation. He 
cares only about today’s eating money 
and tomorrow’s betting money. He _ is 
happy and well adjusted. although he 
benefits from no pension plan. But what 
the hell, if you drop dead on a race 
track, somebody takes up a collection and 
they bury you, don’t they?

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Annual Report 


Boom, Boom 


Detroit. According to the annual 
report of the Michigan Racing Commission, 
prepared by commissioner James H. Inglis, 
total wagering at Michigan race tracks 
reached an all-time high in 1956. Five of 
the 6 Michigan racing associations had 
increases over 1955 in their daily average 
attendance and wagering. 


Pari-mutuel tax revenue to the state was 
a record $7,534,306. The previous high 
was in 1953. when the state collected $7.- 
131,532. The increase was partly due to 
the fact that there were 4 more days of 
Thoroughbred racing in 1956 than in 1953. 


There was a complete switch in the 1956 
racing-date schedule. For the first time 
the Hazel Park Racing Association open- 
ed the season and the Michigan Racing 
Association closed it. There was a similar 
switch in dates between Wolverine Race- 
way and Hazel Park Harness Raceway. 

The public response to the racing sche- 
dule was good. the report said. Hazel 
Park Racing Association. favored with 
excellent weather. had a daily average 
handle of $761.298. the second-best in its 
history. The Michigan Racing Association 
had a daily average of $706,731. a 4.2 per 
cent increase over 1955. 


Of the harness tracks Jackson Raceway 
had the largest increases in attendance and 
wagering. Attendance there was up 13 
per cent and daily average wagering was 
up 12.6 per cent. Jackson Raceway closed 
on November 3. the latest closing in its 
history. Good weather for most of October 
helped the track’s business. 


The racing commission turned down an 
application made by the Mount Clemens 
Harness Association for a new harness 
track near the city of Mount Clements, 
and Inglis discussed this in considerable 
detail. Inglis said that the track did not 
have the support of 3 local units of govern- 
ment. that the plant was not adequate to 
handle crowds that could be expected, and 
that the financing was inadequate. 


The racing commission handled only 2 
stimulation cases in 1956. both at Thor- 
oughbred metings. This compared with 6 
cases in 1953, one in 1954, and 5 in 1955. 


The total pari-mutuel handle for the 
state’s 6 tracks in 1956 was $124,349,974, 
compared to $123,457,359 in 1953, the 
previous high year. In 1953 there were 
266 days of racing, compared to 271 in 
1956. Total mutuel handle in 1955 was 
$112,712.977, which did not include $3.- 
476,559 bet during 6 days of charity racing 
held by the Michigan Racing Charities, 
Inc.
